The annual meeting of supporters of the Trini 
College Mission in Belfast was held.

Mission through anotber year of great difficulty, 
and prospered the work of those who had 
laboured in His service. The Far: 
Head, the Rev. A. G. Hannon, M.A., took up 
office in June. The outgoing Head, the Rev. 
W. R. F. Manning, M.A., was able to remain 
at the Mission until that date, om so te 
transfer of responsibilities ca 
of the Mission's activities. By the ‘Cindness of of 
the Bishop of Down, Mr. Hannon was able to 
have his Assistant Missioner, the Kev, J. J. 
McClure, B.A., ordained in June for the work 
of the Mission. 

The Committees were glad to eay that some 
students had accepted the invitation of the 
Head to visit and work at the Mission. 
It was necessary once more to cali upon their 
friends for fresh efforts in order that such a 
cause might not: be abandoned for lack of 
means. The danger that this might happen 
was, unfortunately, most real and pressing. 
The Treasurer's report was anxious reading. 

The Rev. Newport J. D. White, who was in 
the chair, having brought to mind the rationale 
of the Mission—a Mission for Trinity College 
in Belfast—dwelt awhile on what he thought 
to be the new conception of the work of Univer- 
sities—that they should not be self-centred, but 
should spread their light and their warmth as 
far as possible over the earth. Old Universities 
like Dublin, he said, made a point of teaching 
the humenities; and bumanity was certainly 
one: and in the humanities they held that these 
human relations could only ronerly 
upon religion. They, being C ristians, felt that 
they cunts to spare no pains to draw and bring 
class and class together; and this Mission - 
Belfast was an ettempt—if you liked, a 
attempt, but still an honest attempt—to 
and bring the classes together. 

The Rev. Gordon Hanaoh, as Head of the 
Mission, made his report. He was thankful to 
be in a position to report a new advance—with 
confidence he thought he could say an advance 
slong the whole front. In his first three months 
he managed to get round the district, and was 
delighted with the hearty welecine be received. 
Mr. McClure joined him in the end of July. 
In October Miss Rosh retarned after an absence 
of four months. With their staff complete, they 
started, and finished, a house-to-house visita- 
tion of the district, and, of - course, foy 
crowds of new nominal Church people, They 
had between 500 and 600 families, making up 

3,000 people. The Sustentation collection from 
the Mission District for the year amounted to 
about £18. Their collections at the Sunday 
Services for the last six months were almost 
double the amount for the previous six 
monthe. He attached creat importance to 
their day-echool Work. - We found it a great 
way of preparing the children for the Church 
Services by occasionally having a short Chil- 
dren's Service, instead of taking a class in the 
ordinary way. He followed up some of the 
children who were “ half-timers,” and eo 
attended a Presbyterian schoo] every second 
day. They were welcomed there by the master, 
and he gladly allowed them to teach the 
Church children. They found there children 
between 12 and 14 who did not know the 
lord's Prayer. This year they reorganised 
the T.C.M. Missionary Band, and were en- 
deavouring to combine with it Band of Hope 
work which the district needed badly. The 
greatest difficulty was the numbers and their 
jack of accommodation. He hoped that the 
time was not far distant when it would be 
possible to raise a mission hall or church in « 
more central position. 

Mr. Hannon, coming to the other branch of 
the work—the mission as an opportunity for 
social service for Trinity men, and as a prac- 
tical training ground for Divinity studente— 
said that he was more than pleseed with the 
revived interest among T.C.D. etudents. In 
such a report one was inclined to speak of the 
bright side. All was not success by any means. 
The more one knew and learnt abent the 
people, the more hopeless it all eeemeil at 
times. To walk through the district late on 
a Saturday night, or on a Mondar when 
separation allowances had been drawn, wae 
heart-breaking. They wondered at times how 
the people could be raised above dation 
all around or what chance the litile children 
had amid euch eutroundings. 

The annual report and statement of accounts 
were adopted, on the motion of the Dean of 
Belfaet, seconded by Mr. H. O. White, Belfast. 
The Dean, in his remarks, said that you got 
to love the Belfast w ver much.

in Dorchester district, perhaps the information 
I received may be of some interest to your 
readers. One gentleman, in particular, who has 
interested himself for some years in high 
velocity electricity, turned his attention to 
the improvement ‘of crops by the aid of electri- 
city and various chemical solutions, his am 
being to destroy the injurious bacteria and 
epare the useful ones. 

The fields treated were not rich lan
